Just a Big Business 

With successful business men 
serving on the city council and Mr. 
Brownlow as city manager, the city 


government has-been conducted like 


a big business during the last two} 


years, although the dethroned poli- 
ticilans will not concede this. But 
the facts speak for themselves, and 
the test of how the people regard 
the administration is attested in the 


overwhelming support given to issues 
in various elections. ; 


The first outstanding result in the 


administration's record was the tax 
rebate last year which, as explained 
in a statement at that time, was-.due 
“partly by reason of underestimating 
the revenues to be expected and by 
reason of the efficient Management 
of our administration officers and 


their diligent development of our} 


various sources of revenue” that had 
caused a surplus in the city treasury. 

The statement had further an- 
nounced that “Now that a modern 
system of municipal accounting has 
been installed and we are able to 
learn: from day to day the exact 
financial status of the city, we find 
that we are able at this time to 
refund to the taxpayers 10 per cent 
of the amount of the tax levied. To 
those taxpayers who have already 
paid their taxes, this ~will be re- 
funded by check; and those who 
hate not yet paid will have 10 per 
cent deduced from the amount of the 
tax bill.” 

The accrued revenue surplus, over 
and. above the requirements of the 
budget appropriation, had amounted 
to $303,114.84. 

A new accounting syst in- 
stalled has done much toward put- 
ting the management of municipal 
affairs on a business basis. 

The centralization of the general 
control b6oks in the office of the di- 
rector of finance or bureau of ac- 
counts is a distinctive advantage as 
against, in many cases, a division of 
account-keeping and non-control of 
the older methods. 

Knows Expenditures 

The books are closed daily and a 
daily. statement showing the con- 
dition of the budget accounts is pre- 
pared and presented to the city man- 
ager, showing the condition of the 
appropriations of each department. 
From these daily statements of the 
budget, as well as other important in- 
formation that is submitted, the city 
Manager possesses absolute daily 
contro] over all of the expenditures. 

The head of each department makes 
a requisition to the office of the 
budget director or purchasing agent 


for the purchase of all supplies and 
materials needed in his department, 
and the budget director prepares the 
purchase of all supplies and materials 
needed in his department. Wiley 
Thomas is purchasing agent. The 
city manager is acquainted with the 
purchases made daily by all of the 
departments, 

All expenditures as well as rev- 
enues are classified into accounts of’ 
these units. There is no such thing 
as a miscellaneous expense book or 
unclassified expense; account. An- 
other important advantage of the 
new system is the comparatively 
small expense required in makinz 
like one-half to one-fifth of what it 
cost for preceding years. For the 
last year the entire cxpense of mak- 
ing the accounting survey, devising 
and installing the system and mak- 
ing quarterly audits aggregated 


about 60 per cent of what it cost; 


to audit the old books of the old sys- 
tem of the year preceding. 

In addition to the reduction of the 
revenues, there was a saving of 
$42,393.35 in the budget appropria- 
tions, as the entire expenses for the 
last year, including the outstanding 
market orders of $142,902.46, was 
less than the budget authorizations 
{fn the sum of $42,393.35. 

Other Achievements 

Some of the other achievements in 
the record of the business admin- 
istration include: 

Acquiring of a large block in the 
center of Knoxville where-City Hall 
Park was created and municipal of- 
fices located; bolstering the city’s 
credit in the money market to the 
point where it was.able to obtain a 
revenue anticipation loan at 2% per 
cent, the lowest rate ever obtained 
by any municipality in the-south.

MISSISSIPPI ISLAND 
GIVEN TO SETTLER 


‘First of Government River 
Lands Thrown Open

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29-—-The first 
of the islands containing public land 
on the Mississippi River, recently 
thrown open to settlement by\the 
Government, has been disposed of to 
a private citizen. 

The island, which contains ap- 
proximately 3 acres, is designated 
Island No. 39 and has been known as 
Stag Island. Dick Keeton was al- 
lowed a homestead entry on the 
grounds that he had been a settler 
on the island for more than 18 years, 
had cultivated the land, and was in 
peaceful possession. Because of the 
fact that the island was ;yeserved by 
the Government from settlement, he 
wae unable to make a filing on it. 

In 1891 all the islands on the Mis- 
sissippi north of Cairo, Ill., belong- 
ing-to the United States, were with- 
drawn from homestead entry and 
turned over to the War Department 


Several months ago these islands 
were restored to the public domain, 


served lands on the islands were 
thrown open to homestead entry, ex- 
service men of the World War having 
a preference, subject to existing 
valid rights or equitable prior claims. 
Later an executive order was issued 
withdrawing the islands between 
| Rock Island, Ill. and Wabasha,

Terns, gulls, murres, guillemots, 
cormorants; ducks, brant heath hen 
and other sea‘ and shore birds have 
had seven homes permanently es- 


ee for them during the last 
year as a part of the work of the 
Federation of the Bird Clubs of New 
England, of which Edward H. For- 
bush,. state ornithologist, is presi- 
dent. It has also been instrumental 
in obtaining the greater protection 
of the birds in other ways. 

Fifteen of its more important ac- 
tivities for the year follows: 

Assisted in obtaining the neces- 
sary appropriation from the State 
for the pubUshing of “Birds of 
Massachusetts” written by Mr. For- 
bush. 

Assisted in obtaining an increase 
in salary for state game wardens, 
formerly greatly underpaid. 

Assisted in the passage of a bill 
through the Legislature making 
Penikese Island a permanent bird 
sanctuary. This island is the breed- 
ing ground of thousands of terns 
and a sanctuary for many other 
water-birds and shore-birds. 


New Sanctuaries 


Assisted in the passage.of a bill, 
drawn by the federation and signed 
by the Lynn Bird Club, one of the 
clubs affiliated with the federation, 
making Ege Rock outside Lynn 
Harbor a permanent sanctuary for 
sea-fowl.

latier also in their publication of un- 
blushing attacks upon the wares of 
rival publishing concerns. The con- 
tributors of grossly biased notices of 
books were none other than the 
wretched hacks of Grub Street, who 
were miserably paid slaves of the 
booksellers, and hence with a rare 
exception like Goldsmith, no self- 
respecting author could: be engaged 
to write for their columns.

Such was the condition, seemingly 
unthinkable amid the glories of Eng- 
lish literature in the age of Burke 
and Gibbon, Fielding and. Gray, 
Blake and Burns, a condition stifling 
all honesty and progress in criticism, 
which would-appear to be the esseh- 
tial conditions of the advancement of 
literature.

The scope of the review was nat- 
urally not Hmited- to the realm of 
belles-lettres, but included all the 
important ‘fielde of human interest. 
Being independent and progressive, 
the editor and his contributors took 
& positive stand for toleration and 
reform, pleading vigorously for en- 
lighten ment: in. religion, educ&tion, 
and politics. Its. reputation has suf- 
feréd somewhat because of the ad- 
verse judgments rendered. in: méggis- 
terial accents by its militant editor, 
Joffrey, against thé. great romanti- 
Cisés, particularly «against Words- 
worth: and it is not to be questioned 
that he was temperamentally: unfitted 
to apr the new and significant 
work of contemporaries; .but 
much of hie’ criticism was sane and 
constructive, and his distinguished 
contributors wrote many of the most 
notable articles about the new mas- 
terpieces of the romantic movement.
